Folklorist Says Yes 
Has Winter Arrived? 


By United Press Inter­ 
national 
The woolly worms are 
wearing their light maroon 
coats for winter. That, ac­ 
cording to folklore buff 
Willie Smith, means a mild 
winter. 
But sunspots, as observed 
by meteorology Prof. Hurd 
W illet of Massachusetts 
Institute cf Technology, 
presage a cold and snowy 
winter. 
Bunk, says climatologist 
Jack Villmow. The winter 
will be whatever it wants to 
be and not even scientists 
can predict it accurately. 
B u t 
f o l k l o r e 
prognosticators have their 
sure-fire omens 
of the 
coming season. 
As a matter of fact, the 
season, not officially due 
until Dec. 21, is already here, 
according to Smith. 
Smith, a 76-year-old trans­ 
planted Texan who does his 
weather watching in the 
Murphysboro 
area 
of 
southern Illinois, says that 
when the redbird falls silent. 
it means winter has arrived. 


“ And I haven’t heard a 
redbird sing in two or three 
weeks,” said Smith 
But winter won t be too 
harsh 
“ I'd 
s a y 
w e " 
probably have a mild win- 
ter,” said Smith. 
He says woolly worms are 
a sure clue to the coming 
season. 
“ A maroon woolly worm 
with a thin coat means a 
mild winter. When it s black 
and thick, you can almost 
bet your last dollar you’re in 
for a hard winter.” 
Smith has been in the 
hospital for gout and hasn t 
had much time to observe. 
But he says woolly worms 
reportedly are maroon this 
year. 
Hurd, 
who 
bases his 
forecasts partially on sun­ 
spot activity, says the 
eastern portion of the nation 
is in for a rough winter with 
a “ prolonged spell of very 
cold weather” and “ snow 
accumulation 
generally 
heavier than normal. 
But not only are Hurd’s 
sunspots at odds with flu 
woolly worm. 
They also 


disagree with the bears and 
birds. 
Ilmar Czeckowicz, 67, of 
Tower, Minn., says bears 
are expecting a mild winter. 
“ They’re skinny,” he says, 
“ Not so much fat to protect 
them from the cold. When 
it’s going to be cold, they get 
real fat - to keep warm.” 


Annie Edwards, a weather 
seer who makes her home 
near Jacksboro, Tenn., says 
there aren’t a lot of birds’ 
nests and the ones she’s seen 
have 
been 
“ neat 
but 
downright shoddy. There 
ain’t nothin’ to ‘em." 
That, she says, means the 
birds aren’t expecting too 
much of a chill. 
Villmow will have none of 
it. 


Whether the bears are fat 
or skinny, the woolly worms 
maroon or black or the birds’ 
nests thick or light “ just 
happen to relate to what 
they’re doing that winter and 
probably have no significant 
relationship to what’s going 
to come ..."

(U P I) - 
Jennifer was IO hours old 
and needed a fix. 
She screamed. Her body 
shook with pain and stif­ 
fened. She gasped for breath 
and let out a screeching cry.

methadone 
addict. 
Her 
system was laced with the 
drug before birth through 
her mother, an addict for*aix 
years. 
For nearly two weeks, 
Jennifer went through with­ 
drawal. She was irritable. 
Eating and sleeping were 
difficult. 
Finally, doctors managed 
to detoxify her with the aid of 
a tranquilizer, thorazine, 
and near round-the-clock 
nursing by her mother. 
The brown-haired, blue­ 
eyed Jennifer was among 60 
“ addict babies” born in the 
past four years at the 
Medical College of Virginia 
and treated at the facility’s 
Adolescent Medicine Clinic. 
She 
was 
among 
the 
majority who lived. Today 
she is three years old. 
“ Without special treat­ 
ment there’s a good chance a 
lot of these kids wouldn’t 
have made it,” said Dr. Ted 
Abernathy, codirector of the 
program which includes pre­ 
natal care and counseling of 
the mothers and children. 
“ All the babies are happy, 
healthy kids today,’ he said. 
“ But we don’t know what the 
future holds for them. 
“ We don’t know whether 
being born addicts will make 
them more apt to become 
addicts 
when 
adults, 
Abernathy said. “ We’ll have 
to wait and see.” 
The clinic is believed to be 
the only one in the nation

special protection, Kinsman 
said. 
Not all cars get that, much 
work, he said. 
“ You can put anywhere 
from $3,500 to $15,000 into a 
car, depending on the size 
and involvement and the 
degree of quality you want,” 
Kinsman said. He said it 
depended on “whether you 
want a show job or just 
something cleaned up — a 
street restoration.” 
The cost of the job hinges 
heavily on the condition of 
the car at the start. 
“One like this that’s in 
exceptional rustfree con­ 
dition eliminates half the 
time, but you could easily 
put a thousand hours into 
one,” Kinsman said. 
The many cars Kinsman 
has restored in eight years in 
the business have included a 
Model A for which the owner 
put up $7,000. 
“The owner sold it a short 
time later for $12,000,” he 
said. “ It made me sick.” 


Although Kinsman does a 
little body work on the side, 
his first love is restoration. 
Kinsman got interested in 
cars largely because his 
father collected them. He 
worked in a 
body 
shop 
through high school. Later, 
he went to work for a local 
Pontiac dealer who sent him 
to 
the 
G eneral 
Motors 
training school. There, he 
perfected his craft. 
At his shop he starts work 
about 9 a.m. He finishes 
“about 7 to 9 in the evening, 
as well as all day Saturday, 
and throughout the winter I 
may come down on Sundays 
and do all the little finishing 
up things.” 
A collector of cars himself. 
he has an antique truck, a 
replica of a Cord and a 1955 
Thunderbird which he gave 
to his wife as a wedding 
present when 
they were 
married a year ago. 
Kinsman, who has won 
several prizes for his work,

D EA R PO LLY — I have a problem with a beautiful 
dropleaf table. By accident perfume was spilled on the 
cloth and soaked through leaving a little roughness and a 
white spot about the size of a saucer. How can we 
restore the luster and finish to this table without 
refinishing the entire leaf?

E .J.S. — The alcohol in perfume dis­ 
solves varnish or shellac on furniture which doubtless 
caused the roughness. Mix powdered pumice and lemon 
oil to a paste and apply with a soft cloth, rubbing in a 
circular motion. Wipe off immediately with another 
cloth dampened with only the lemon oil. Wipe dry with 
still another soft dry cloth and then polish with a piece 
of flannel. If this does not do the job refinishing will 
doubtless be required. If your main worry is only the 
white spot perhaps a hard rubbing with our old standby 
of margarine mixed with cold cigarette ashes to make a 
paste will eliminate it. — PO LLY.

On November 17, 1975 a work program comprised of 20 
students from McKinney. Princeton and Plano High Schools 
was initiated at Lake l*avon This program between the 
Corps of Engineers and the schools involved will provide 
vocational training for students as well as perform services 
needed by the Corps. The students will tx* responsible for 
cleaning of restrooms and facilities, trimming grass, 
painting facilities, and general clean-up of parks During the 
summer months tlx* students will assist in building nature 
trails and motorcycle riding areas.

Construction at East Fork Park is now complete. Land- 
scaping and tree transplanting will tx* done in this park for 
the next three months, however, the park will be open for use 
to the public. East Fork is primarily a camper area, par 
ticularly for camper trailers and motor homes. Water 
hookups, electrical hookups, sewer dump stations, and 
camper service buildings are available. The camper service 
building will provide showers with hot and cold running 
water and tubs in the rear of the building for rinsing laun­ 


dry 


Lake Lavon is still about three feet below the old pool 
elevation of 472 0 however deliberate impoundment is still 
planned for December I, and we will begin raising the water 
to elevation 492.0 as rains occur. 


Lavonia Park is still closed to the public because the lake 
is too low for operation of the water treatment plant which 
services Hie park. Once the lake begins to rise to the point 
where the water treatment plant can properly function. 
Lavonia will be opened Until such time as we can open the 
park, the road across the dam will remain closed. 


Due to the mild, dry weather we have been experiencing, 
ducks and geese are still rare at this lake. 


Very little fishing has been reported on the lake this past 
week, therefore a good fishing report cannot be given at this 


time. 


Wood cutting is still permitted in designated areas. 
Everyone is reminded to call the Lavon I roject Office 
before attempting to cut wood in order to receive pi oper 
instructions from a ranger as to where the areas are located. 
Anyone found guilty of cutting wood in undesignated areas 
will be subject to severe penalties. 


The new road from the Project Office down below the dam 
is still being built, and parking lot and restrooms which will 
be below the dam are presently being constructed and 
should be completed by Hie early fishing season.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Life essentially is composed 
of two stages. The first stage 
is spent acquiring the basic 
knowledge that enables us to 
function intelligently. 
Then in the second stage 
we learn that most of what 
we learned in the first stage 
w as 
wrong. 
T ake, 
for 
exam ple, hyenas. 
Anyone who has been 
through the first stage of life 
learned 
that 
hyenas 
are 
contemptible 
scavengers. 
They 
lurk 
about 
in 
the 
shadows, slavering repug­ 
nantly, until the noble lion 
makes a kill. 
Only after the lion has 
feasted 
and 
gone

som ewhere to pick its teeth 
does the hyena dare slink up 
and slurp down the remains. 
Not 
a 
very 
inspiring 
im age. 
Or a very accurate one 
either. 
A 
three-year 
study 
recently completed by a Dr. 
Jan s 
Kruuk 
found 
that 
hyenas actually are among 
the 
best 
hunters 
in 
the 
jungle. What is more, Kruuk 
observed that lions seldom 
m ade kills of their own, 
relying on hyenas to catch 
the prey. 
And so, hyena-wise, we 
reach the second stage of 
life. 
I asked a local zoologist 
how it happened that the 
hyena 
cam e 
to 
be 
so 
misunderstood. He blamed it 
on 
the 
bad 
press 
given 
hyenas by big gam e hunters. 
‘‘In the first stage of life, 
most 
of 
our 
information 
about the animals of Africa 
cam e 
from 
hunters,” 
he 
said. 
“ Unfortunately, 
hyenas 
make a noise that sounds 
som ething lik e laughter. 
When m em bers of a safari 
heard it, they assum ed that 
hyenas were frivilous beasts 
and refused to take them 
seriously. 
“That explains why you 
never saw a mounted hyena 
head in a big gam e hunter’s 
trophy room. 
“ Actually, as we now know 
from Dr. Kruuk’s studies, 
hyenas aren’t the least bit 
blithe. If anything, they tend 
to be somewhat sobersided. 
Their 
reputation 
for 
flightiness is as unjustified 
as 
their 
reputation 
for 
freeloading off lions.” 
The only fair thing to do, I 
suppose, is to institute some 
sort of public relations cam ­ 
paign to upgrade the hyena. 
In a word, the hyena must be 
lionized. 
A good place to start might 
be the old adage about the 
v a g a r ie s of spring weather. 
From now on, when March 
com es in like a lamb, let us 
predict that it will go out like 
a hyena. 
We shall need new fables 
with hyenas as heroes — 
“ The 
H yena 
and 
the 
U nicom ” and the like.
